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A Failing War on Crumbs 


District Attorney George Gascon is on his way to Portugal to see if drug decriminalization could be replicated in San Francisco.

Last week, dozens of people 
gathered at City Hall for what ended up 
being a four-hour hearing on drug deal- 
ing in San Francisco. The Police Depart- 
ment presented slides on the 
neighborhoods where they conduct 
stings, and the numbers of arrests per 
month. The Budget and Legislative Ana- 
lyst tried to calculate how much the city 
spends battling drug dealing each year. 
And theories were thrown around by the 
community and law enforcement about 
who these dealers were — drug users? 
Hondurans? East Bay residents? 

A lot of data floated to the sur- 
face, but what became clear relatively 
quickly was that San Francisco is not 
tackling drug use and drug-dealing 
effectively. There is finger-pointing 
between departments, a wide array of 
belief systems on how to handle the 
situation, and a stark lack of creativity. 

Drug dealing is not a small issue. 
The city’s Department of Public Health 
estimates that there are more than 
22,000 intravenous drug users in San 
Francisco, who all have to source their 
supplies from somewhere. There is a 
rich and vibrant black market for drugs 
in the city, and no clear path on how 
to crush it. While Supervisor Matt 
Haney — who called the hearing — 
prepares to launch a drug dealing task 
force, District Attorney George Gascon 
is looking farther afield. This month 
he heads to Portugal to learn exactly 
how that country legalized illicit sub- 
stances, and if it could be done here. 
It’s a rare stance for a district attorney 
— who, as a reminder, is responsible 
for prosecuting crimes — to take. But 
drug use is an area Gascon and for- 
mer-Public Defender Jeff Adachi (who 
once called the War on Drugs “a failing 
war on crumbs”) could agree on. 

San Francisco likes to think it’s the 
first at everything, but in many ways 
Portugal has us beat. Despite being 
a religious country — 97 percent of 
its population identifies as Roman 
Catholic — in 2001, Portugal became 
the first nation in the world to decrim- 
inalize all illicit substances. Eighteen 
years later, through the ups and downs 
of liberal and conservative leadership, 
that law remains in place. For Gascon, 
who has long fought a battle to de- 
criminalize drug possession and use, 
it’s about time San Francisco took a 
good hard look at what Portugal’s been 
up to. 

“T have been following the Portu- 
guese experiment for quite some time,” 


he tells SF Weekly. “Always with an eye 
on the ball that drug use should be de- 
criminalized. They claim they have had 
a reduction in organized crime, in the 
drug trade, in drug-related deaths. I'd 
like to see it first-hand. I’ve read a lot 
about it, and now I want to go and kick 
the tires, if you will.” 

While we've seen first-hand in 
San Francisco how arming drug users 
with knowledge and overdose reversal 
medicine saves hundreds of lives each 
year, Portugal has taken it to the next 
level. After a massive rise in heroin use 
in the 1990s affected all social classes 
and quickly became a major public 
health crisis, the country made a bold 
move: It would no longer criminalize 
people who possessed what they con- 
sidered a 10-day supply of drugs. Drug 
dealers are still sent to jail, but anyone 
caught with a small amount is fined 
between 25 and 150 euros, and issued 
a summons to appear in front of a 
commission. That group includes a law- 
yer, psychiatrist, and social worker, to 
help the person who uses drugs access 
treatment and support. Quite simply, 
they’ve flipped the issue of drug use 
from a criminal issue to a health one. 

The resulting statistics coming out 
of Portugal are remarkable. While 
harm reduction efforts have been prov- 
en scientifically successful time and 
again, it’s seldom been seen on sucha 
scale as in Portugal. When the heroin 
epidemic was peaking in the late ’90s 
to nearly 100,000 people nationwide, 
HIV infection rates went with it. In 
2000, the country saw an all-time high 
of 104 infections per million people. 
Fifteen years later, after legalization, 
that number dropped to four infec- 
tions per million. 

Treatment numbers have also risen. 
From 1998 to 2011, the number of 
people in treatment for drug use rose 
60 percent. And with a reduction in de- 
mand comes a weaker economic mar- 
ket — convictions and imprisonments 
of drug traffickers fell 50 percent from 
2001 to 2015. 

Many harm-reduction activists 
would argue that Portugal’s drug policy 
still isn’t perfect — frontline work- 
ers still battle for safe consumption 
sites, needle exchanges, and better 
distribution programs for naloxone, 
the overdose reversal drug. But the 
strides they've made in addressing a 
catastrophic health crisis are remark- 
able, and beg the question: Why hasn't 
anyone else followed? 

Gascon thinks we’re simply not 
there yet. And he would know, he’s 
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been on the political and social front- 
lines. In 2014, he co-authored Propo- 
sition 47, a California ballot measure 
that, among other things, reduced 
personal drug possession from a felony 
to a misdemeanor. At the time, it was 

a really controversial issue. Few were 
talking about decriminalizing drugs 
beyond marijuana. 

“It was lonely at the beginning,” 
Gascon says. “In 2013, when we were 
talking about it, I couldn't get a lot of 
support.” 

But as Californians got used to the 
idea it began to take hold, and it ended 
up passing with 60 percent of the vote. 

Over the years, you can track the 
change in conversation. Two years 
after Proposition 47 passed, Prop. 64 
legalized marijuana statewide. The hot 
topic this year is safe consumption 
sites, which passed the California 
Assembly and Senate in 2018 before 
dying on then-Governor Jerry Brown’s 
desk. This year it’s sailing through both 
on its way to Gov. Gavin Newsom, and 
in San Francisco, it’s become de ri- 
gueur that supervisors would support 
such a thing. 

So while it may seem like a pipe 
dream that an extreme decriminal- 
ization or even legalization of heroin, 
methamphetamines, fentanyl, and 
other drugs could happen in San Fran- 
cisco, it’s not impossible.

And that is perhaps where the con- 
versation should have landed in last 
week’s drug dealing hearing. 

“Once you start removing the crim- 
inal component so people can actually 
deal with their addiction through a 
legalized process — they don’t have to 
buy bad drugs on the street, they don’t 
run the risk of consuming something 
laced with fentanyl — it will take away 
the economic incentive for people to be 
peddling drugs on the street the way 
they do today,” Gascon says. 

He’s not alone in his theory. Laura 
Thomas, deputy state director of the 
California office of the Drug Policy Al- 
liance, says we're moving slowly in the 
right direction. 

“San Francisco is well-positioned to 
take the next steps towards decrimi- 
nalizing drug use and people who use 
drugs,” she says. “It will take a lot of 
political will, but look at how far we’ve 
come on supervised consumption ser- 
vices, for example, or closing the juve- 
nile justice facility. Both of those were 
seen as impossible just a few years ago. 

“Changing how we approach drugs 
and people who use drugs in this coun- 
try is a long struggle and it takes every 
kind of tool and strategy we have,” she 
adds. “That includes the people on the 
ground — people who use drugs have 
been at the forefront of every single 
fight we’ve won, from syringe access to 
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marijuana legalization to sentencing 
reform. And elected officials coming 
on board and taking strong stances are 
major game changers in how people 
view these issues. Gascon has been 

a leader on drug policy for years. We 
wouldn't be where we are in S.F. with- 
out his stances on these issues.” 

Gascon’s trip to Portugal in May 
will be jam-packed. He’s visiting mo- 
bile consumption rooms, methadone 
clinics, national centers for addictive 
behaviors, and plans on talking to 
doctors, psychiatrists, people who use 
drugs, lawyers, and politicians, all with 
an eye on how we can replicate their 
successes in San Francisco. 

“T want to get to the point where 
we re actually having serious conversa- 
tions about decriminalizing drug use in 
this country, and put in the context of 
a public health matter,” he says. “We’re 
not going to get anywhere by criminal- 
izing people for this.” 

A local task force on drug dealing 
will no doubt be useful in addressing 
some of the symptoms of drug dealing 
in San Francisco. But as long as there 
are people who use, there will bea 
demand for supply. And if even our 
district attorney doesn’t believe we can 
arrest our way out of this problem, it’s 
time to reassess our drug laws, and our 
priorities. 
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Who Recuses the Un-Recused?

Peter Kilgallen, a registered 
nurse living near the Panhandle, is far 
from the only San Francisco tenant hit 
with a rent increase from an operating 
and maintenance expense loophole by 
the city’s largest landlord, Veritas Invest- 
ments. 

After a year of fighting the roughly 
$200 increase, he and half a dozen 
rent-controlled neighbors at 430 Baker 
St. were ultimately denied a petition 
by the Rent Board in April, and im- 
mediately charged a year’s worth of 
increases. But one of the three crucial 
votes that swung the outcome in Ver- 
itas’ favor was David Wasserman, a 
Rent Board commissioner who legally 
represents landlords for a living and 
whose firm’s name appears on Veritas’ 
legal paperwork. 

Though Wasserman makes a clear 
financial distinction between his firm 
and the one run by Daniel Stern — 
who regularly represents Veritas and 
subsidiary Greentree Property Man- 
agement — the two are friends and 
share an office under the firm name 
Wasserman-Stern. The two do not 
share profits and have different busi- 
ness licenses, Wasserman says. 

Kilgallen wasn’t aware of Wasser- 
man’s association with his landlord 
until weeks after the Rent Board’s de- 
cision, and was immediately angered. 
He agrees with the fairness of having 
a landlord’s perspective in the appeals 
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process, but balks at having the same 
person overseeing his rent having a 
connection to someone who decides if 
that rent is fair. 

“For me, it’s a little upsetting and 
a little unethical that this person is 
sitting on the board and doesn’t recuse 
himself,” Kilgallen says of Wasser- 
man’s link to Veritas. “It’s called con- 
flict-of-interest. It’s a black-and-white 
issue.” 

For the uninitiated: The Rent Board 
consists of two landlords, two ten- 
ants, and one neutral party vote ina 
quasi-courtroom battle that involves 
petitions and appeals of rent increases, 
repairs, and other landlord-tenant 
disputes. Another five commissioners 
with the same designations serve as 
alternates, filing in when the voting 
commissioner is unable to serve for 
a variety of reasons — including re- 
cusals. 

Recusals aren’t terribly common. 
Or at least, they weren't until recent- 
ly. Out of more than 200 agendized 
appeals in 2017 and 2018, Rent Board 
staff counted 15 recusals from landlord 
commissioners, seven from tenant 
commissioners, and one from the neu- 
tral commissioner. 

Since Mayor London Breed elevat- 
ed Wasserman — who served as an 
alternate starting in 2015 — to voting 
landlord commissioner at the Nov. 

13, 2018 meeting, there have been 14 
recusals. All but four have come from 
Wasserman, who told SF Weekly he 
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could not recall his exact reasons for 
recusing himself, as they are undocu- 
mented in meeting notes. 

However, he says his policy is to 
recuse himself from matters that Stern 
handles, even if it doesn’t involve one 
of his clients, to avoid even the appear- 
ance of a conflict of interest. 

“T have not and never have rep- 
resented Veritas or Greentree as an 
attorney, Wasserman says. “I have 
never received compensation from 
Veritas or Greentree, and if that ever 
changed, I would most certainly recuse 
myself from consideration of Veritas or 
Greentree matters pending before the 
Rent Board.” 

Deepa Varma, executive director 
of the San Francisco Tenants Union, 
doesn’t trust that Wasserman has no 
conflict of interest — whether it’s Ver- 
itas or other corporate actors he may 
represent using loopholes, the motiva- 
tion is the same. 

“All of these actors have a vested 
interest in the appeals cases being 
decided at the Rent Board right now,” 
Varma says. 

Wasserman acknowledges knowing 
the basics of the company’s dealings 
through his associations with the Co- 
alition for Better Housing and the San 
Francisco Apartment Association but 
says he has no business dealings with 
them. But with or without past cases, 
Brad Hirn, lead community organizer 
with the Housing Rights Committee of 
San Francisco, agrees that it’s funda- 


mentally unfair for Wasserman to have 
a say in Veritas appeals. 

“It sticks out, certainly to me, 
as a conflict of interest,” says Hirn. 
“Whether the ethics rules consider 
it a conflict of interest is a different 
question.” 

But the rules are fairly clear. Rent 
Board procedures bar members from 
the participation, consideration, or 
decision of any case that involves per- 
sonal or equity interest; interest as a 
landlord, tenant, or manager; or rela- 
tion by blood, marriage, or adoption to 
a landlord or tenant involved in a case. 

Further, a new city law that took 
effect in January requires all members 
of a city board or commission to notify 
the Ethics Commission within 15 days 
of recusing themselves over a financial 
conflict of interest. However, Rent 
Board commissioners were not notified 
until the April 9 meeting, so the Ethics 
Commission has received just one form 
filed by Wasserman regarding 140 
Landers St. (The tenant sought to dis- 
pute a Costa-Hawkins rental increase 
of $1,000.) 

Wasserman cited in the filing that 
the landlord respondent was a former 
client as reason to recuse himself. The 
tenant — who requested anonymity 
pending possible appeal of the case 
— was glad that Wasserman recused 
himself but found it odd that he re- 
mained physically nearby and could 
have influenced the ultimate decision 
to approve the increase. Wasserman 
says he typically goes to the back room 
for commissioners and checks emails 
on his phone. 

Wasserman isn’t the only landlord 
commissioner accused of a conflict 
of interest. Neveo Mosser, head of 
property-management firm Mosser 
Companies, was a target of tenants 
and their advocates for alleged failing 
to maintain properties and forcing out 
rent-controlled tenants. The real estate 
mogul termed out in September 2018. 

But those gripes, Hirn says, cen- 
tered on Mosser being the landlord 
himself. This gives the Housing Rights 
Committee all the more reason to 
consider a rent board that is elected by 
the people. 

“Wasserman is a landlord, but his 
occupation has a stake in this client 
whose petitions are being appealed,” 
Hirn says. “There’s a financial connec- 
tion that seems problematic.” 

When someone feels a necessary 
recusal didn’t occur, they may file a 
confidential complaint with the Ethics 
Commission, which determines prob- 


able cause before proceeding to a full 
investigation. Decisions found to be 
tainted by a conflict of interest can be 
undone under state law. 

“If an official fails to recuse, the 
Ethics Commission can impose penal- 
ties on the official,” says Patrick Ford, 
senior policy analyst for the Ethics 
Commision. “If an official approves a 
government contract in which he or 
she has a financial interest, the con- 
tract can be voided. Also, a court can 
stop a government action that was tak- 
en because of a conflict of interest.” 

Wasserman’s potential conflicts of 
interest come as the Rent Board is at a 
critical juncture, tenant advocates say. 
Supervisor Sandra Lee Fewer has pro- 
posed legislation to put an end to the 
increased operating and maintenance 
expenses new building owners fre- 
quently invoke when passing on debts 
and property taxes. 

Several cases, including Kilgallen’s 
430 Baker St. home, have been in 
limbo leading up to the legislation’s 
approval in May. That the Rent Board’s 
decision to grant the increase could set 
precedent for other tenants was a sig- 
nificant factor in the Board of Super- 
visors uncommon intervention into 
Mayor London Breed’s appointment of 
a voting tenant commissioner. 

Reese Isbell, who has faced personal 
challenges as a renter but who has 
little to no dedicated tenant-advocacy 
experience, was unable to persuade 
the Board’s neutral vote to rule against 
the increases. Isbell withdrew his ap- 
pointment in April mere days after a 
committee hearing at which dozens of 
tenant advocates expressed discom- 
fort with his inexperience, and Breed 
instead appointed him as an alternate 
tenant commissioner. 

Whether the case of 430 Baker St. 
is further appealed, Kilgallen is con- 
cerned for his neighbors and tenants 
citywide who were already struggling 
financially and have to reach into 
empty pockets. That $200, or seven 
percent, may sound low but his build- 
ing has seniors with fixed incomes, 
disabled residents, teachers, and single 
parents. 

“If this continues, this spells trou- 
ble for other tenants,” Killgallen says 
about the lack of recusals. “Some peo- 
ple can afford a few hundred dollars’ 
increase. For other people, that can 
destroy and throw them into bank- 
ruptcy.” 
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Know Your 
Budtender: 
Set Lynden 
McKeever of 
Grass Roots 


Working at a dispensary can be 
emotionally exhausting. 


When Set Lynden McKeever 
heard there was a cannabis job fair hap- 
pening at San Francisco’s City Hall, they 
were stunned. 

“It was bizarre,” McKeever recalls. 

“I remember thinking, ‘Is this really 
happening right now?’ ” 

Following their initial trepidation, 
McKeever decided to speak with one of 
the recruiters. Despite intense enthu- 
siasm from the man they spoke with, 
McKeever was still skeptical that the 
dispensary life would be a good fit. For 
one thing, McKeever doesn’t consume 
THC: 

“T told him that I don’t get high any- 
more,’ they say, “but he said that it was 
a new industry and it didn’t matter. So, 
I got the job.” 

While the difficulties of recom- 
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mending cannabis you can’t ingest 
seem immense, McKeever was unique- 
ly qualified for the challenge. They’d 
spent the past seven years as a sober 
bartender, so they’d learned some 
tricks and tips along the way. 

As a lead budtender for Grass Roots 
in the Tenderloin, McKeever, 56, often 
relies on colleagues to help round out 
their knowledge. 

“Thad a problem, early on, with im- 
postor syndrome,’ McKeever explains. 
“Once I started learning about strains 
and trichomes and terpenes and can- 
nabinoids, I felt good when I got to 
work. I can ask my co-workers, too. 
There are four or five of us working at a 
time, so I can always pull one of them 
over.” 

Technically, McKeever hails from 
Michigan, but they’ve been living in 
the Bay Area on and off since first 
arriving to attend the Academy of Art. 
Since then, they’ve lived in Paris, Den- 
ver, Italy, and New York, with stints in 
the Bay Area between each 
move. As a transgender per- —— 
son, McKeever believes that 
San Francisco isn’t nearly as 
progressive as it may believe 
— but that doesn’t mean it’s 
still not “loads” better than 
many other places. 

Still, McKeever believes 
their transgender identity 
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has previously cost them jobs in town: 
“The way you can find that out is if you 
have all the qualifications, and they 
need a bartender, and you don’t get it 
even though somebody has referred 
you. You just put two and two together 
after a while.” 

When McKeever interviewed with 
Grass Roots manager Chris Schulman, 
he assured them that this dispensary 
would not tolerate discrimination 
from customers or staff. 

“He told me that they hadn’t had 
anyone transgender work there be- 
fore,’ McKeever remembers, “but to 
just let him know what I needed or if 
anything happened or if anybody said 
anything. He told me they were not 
the kind of place, that they wanted 
everybody in there. He said they liked 
diversity and that if anybody said any- 
thing, then they would have a prob- 
lem. To a trans person, that was just 
music to my ears.” 
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For McKeever, life as a budtender 
offers plenty of upside. They note that 
unlike their previous tenure as a bar- 
tender, they now get home at 10 p.m. 
They have good benefits, including 
vision and dental. It’s a full-time posi- 
tion, and Grass Roots has delivered on 
its promise to offer opportunities for 
growth. McKeever’s promotion to lead 
occurred within the last two months. 

That doesn’t mean the job is easy. 
Helping people with serious — and 
sometimes terminal — illnesses re- 
quires immense emotional energy. 

“T come home very tired,” McKeever 
says. “There are a lot of people that 
come in who are sick. They have can- 
cer. They’re dying. You never get used 
to that. The first time somebody said 
that to me, I just thought, “This does 
not happen behind the bar.’ Nobody 
warned me about this.’ ” 

With the rapid expansion of the 
regulated market, the dissemination 

of education has fallen largely to 
budtenders. According to McKeever, 
the thing most budtenders hear 

at Grass Roots is someone telling 

them that they’ve never been toa 

dispensary and that they'd like to 
know everything. 

“It happens all day long,” 
McKeever says, adding that the 
expectation from customers to get 
a full crash course on cannabis be- 
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fore they’ve even made a purchase can 
make for an exhausting prospect. “Do 
you go into a bar and ask the bartender 
to tell you about all the alcohol they 
have? Do you want to give me some 
parameters?” 

Some customers at Grass Roots ar- 
rive as severely ill patients, while oth- 
ers are simply looking to get as stoned 
as possible after a long day of software 
engineering. For McKeever, it can be 
exhausting to pivot from retail clerk 
to pharmacist to teacher to therapist 
— especially for a gig where they were 
trained on the job. 

“It can be tiring talking to people,” 
McKeever confirms, “but my cowork- 
ers are amazing. We have a good time 
at work. It’s a fun job, even though it’s 
really taxing on your mind.” 

Having settled into life as a bud- 
tender, McKeever is now learning all 
there is to know about CBD. Since they 
aren't interested in THC, they’ve de- 
cided to devote themselves fully to the 
other cannabinoid making headlines. 

“I do indulge in a lot of CBD. I’ve 
made it my mission to learn everything 
there is to know about CBD — all of 
the products and how they work. That’s 
the avenue that I want to explore. I’m 
so focused on it because that’s what I 
can talk about.”

Closing 
loopholes 
that allow 
bike, 
scooter 
rental 
companies 
to skirt 
liability

Harold G. from San Francisco 
asks: 


. “Iwas reading in The Exam- 
iner that one of Uber’s JUMP Bikes 
caused injury to a rider because after 
he applied the brakes and the bike 
stopped suddenly and threw him off. 
(See “Uber failed to tell riders about 
faulty bike breaks,” published April 
17, 2019) The article said that Lyft’s 
Go Bikes also have defective brakes 
that have caused injury, but Lyft 
publicly announced the defect while 
Uber apparently tried to fly under the 
radar by removing the bikes from the 
streets quietly. Isn’t the company au- 
tomatically responsible if its bikes fail 
like this and cause injury?” 


A: Harold, it would indeed 
seem to be that simple but, alas, it is 
not. When you “click to accept” you 
are entering into a binding contract, 
despite the fact that most people 
never bother to read its lengthy 
provisions. Uber, Lyft and other 
providers have inserted “assumption 
of the risk” agreements and “release 
and waiver of liability” clauses within

personal mobility devices: bikes, 
scooters and other transportation 
products available for rent through 
apps, and which we see littered around 
the Bay Area. In this column, I will 
answer a reader’s question and share 
information I have gathered while 
fighting to pass bills in Sacramento

Cal-Mart 
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their “click to accept” contracts in 
order to deprive customers of their 
ordinary legal rights and allow these 
big corporations to effectively escape 
accountability for their dangerous 
products. In the recent cases of de- 
fective brakes, it would not surprise 
me in the least if Lyft and Uber claim 
immunity from liability by citing 
these clauses. 


“Assumption of the risk” claus- 
es state that a user recognizes the 
inherent dangers in an activity and 
accepts the risk of injury or death 
from engaging in that activity. If you 
have ever been skiing, you have most 
likely signed an assumption of the 
risk clause exempting the mountain 
from any injury you sustain while 
skiing, including if you ski into a 
tree, hidden object, other skier, etc. 
Many “outdoor adventure” activities 
like parasailing, skydiving, horseback 
rentals, etc., also have such clauses to 
relieve rental providers from liability 
for risks inherent to and associated 
with the sports. The law prohibits 
“assumption of the risk agreements” 
from exempting providers from lia- 
bility for willful or grossly negligent 
acts. 


A shameful difference in the claus- 
es included in many new personal 
mobility device contracts is a further 


exemption from liability for injuries 
caused by defective products. This 
not only demonstrates lack of care 
for customers’ safety, but it also cre- 
ates a “moral hazard,” giving device 
manufacturers and providers reduced 
incentive to ensure their products are 
safe. “Release and waiver of responsi- 
bility” clauses are similarly designed 
to totally exempt rental providers 
from any liability whatsoever from 
every imaginable scenario where, 
under general application of law, 
they would be subject to legal action 
for the harms they cause. Instead of 
responsibly maintaining insurance on 
the devices, the cost of which could 
be passed on as a small fee across all 
customers, these companies instead 
choose to push all medical bills, lost 
wages, and damages for pain, loss of 
function, or even death onto individ- 
ual injured parties. 


That’s right, these rental contracts 
provide that, even if a device pro- 
vider are negligent (e.g. by putting a 
dangerous bike in the rental stream), 
the rider has agreed to shoulder legal 
responsibility for the injuries caused. 
Not only that, but the contracts ex- 
empt themselves from judicial review 
and take away a customer’s right to 
a public jury trial, requiring instead 
that the matter be handled through 
private arbitration, using a private 


judge and secret proceedings. As a re- 
sult, not only does the injured party 
lose access to ordinary legal remedies, 
but the public at large is kept in the 
dark about the dangers of these de- 
vices and the harms they cause. 


It is for this very reason that Iam 
championing AB 1286, a bill intro- 
duced by California Assemblymember 
Muratsuchi and sponsored by the 
Consumer Attorneys of California, 
which would preclude these compa- 
nies from including “assumption of 
the risk” and “release and waiver of 
responsibility” provisions in their 
“click to accept” agreements. I have 
now testified twice on this bill against 
the opposition of Lyft, Uber, the 
California Chamber of Commerce and 
the technology sector. I successfully 
fought for consumers’ safety when 
Uber and Lyft refused to take respon- 
sibility for carnage caused by drivers 
employed by their rideshare services; 
[hope I will be successful again. In 
the meantime, please call Muratsu- 
chi (916) 319-2066) and state your 
support for AB 1286 and objection to 
these waivers.

Even in San Francisco, 
where the population is 36-percent

“I’m usually one of the only ones, 
or maybe one of two,’ he says. “There’s 
not too many of us in the Bay Area, 
which is weird.” 

For some, it would be tempting to 
capitalize on this, choosing jokes about 
the Asian-American experience to set 
one apart from the crowd. Orolfo does 


says. 

From there he was hooked. He 
started watching other people’s sets 
and listening to albums, researching 
their styles. In the beginning, he drew 
influence from Demetri Martin, Pete 
Holmes, Nate Bargatze, and Rex Na- 
varrete — the latter in part because 
he’s also Filipino-American. 

That’s rare. While several Asian 
women have made it big in comedy, 
including Margaret Cho and Ali Wong, 
it’s still rare to catch an Asian man on 


“The comedy scene right now is 
blossoming,’ Andrew Orolfo says. “I 
think that it’s better than ever. It’s in- 
sane how good it is right now. If your so- 
cial media game is tight, you can havea 
sold-out show every night.” 

That an underground, ama- 
teur-friendly creative scene is booming 
is an uncommon narrative in the Bay 
Area right now. Tech wealth and gen- 
trification are pushing artists out of 
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do some of this — “when you have this 
face and you rock this hair people just 
assume you have a sword,’ he jokes, 
referencing his top knot-inspired 

man bun. But his witty, deadpan style 
doesn’t depend on it, and while he’ll 
touch on it in a long set, it doesn’t de- 
fine his work. 

“IT don’t stay away from it, but I 
don’t go for it just because I’m the 
only person there,’ Orolfo says about 
Asian-themed jokes. “But I can do it, 
because the other ethnicities on the 
lineup can't.” 

While Orolfo is often the only 
Asian-American man on the comedy 
stage, in recent years he’s partnered 
up with comedian Irene Tu. Tu’s had 
her own fame: She made KQED’s 2016 
Women to Watch list and was profiled 
in the Chronicle the following year. 

“She’s one of my best friends,” 
Orolfo says. “We started a weekly show 
in Oakland together three years ago, 
and it’s still going.” Each Monday at 8 
p.m. the duo host Comedy x Pop Up 
Food at Starline Social Club, which 
Orolfo says brings in a “really cool, 
very diverse crowd.” 

While some beloved comedy 
venues — like The Dark Room on 
Mission Street, and the basement of 
Lost Weekend Video — have closed 
in recent years, Orolfo says there’s 
no shortage of spots to perform. But 
despite having a solid underground 
scene, S.F. is still missing the opportu- 
nity to keep the big names. Orolfo, as 
his career picks up, is eyeing the scenes 
in L.A. or New York, plotting his next 
move. 

“Right now people have to get out 
to make it in the bigger pond,” he says. 

But in the meantime, the Bay Area 
is a good place to start. And if you're a 
budding comedian, just “find the open 
mics, do them as much as you can, and 
be kind to everybody,” Orolfo says.

A long-awaited minor program centered around Pacific Islanders is coming to San Francisco State University in the fall-— 50 years after the 
strike that birthed the College of Ethnic Studies.

One of the first things Jada 
Quidachay made sure to do when she got 
to San Francisco State University in 2016 
was find a Pacific Islanders club. She and 
her roommate, a friend from her home- 
town of San Diego, didn’t know if the 
campus had one or much else of what 
their college experience could entail but 
immediately sought her smaller, over- 
looked group lumped in with Asian 
Americans. 


“We really didn’t know what we 
were interested in yet, but we for sure 
wanted to be surrounded by our cul- 
ture,’ says Quidachay, who identifies 
as one of Guam’s indigenous Chamorro 
people. “If I didn’t stay in the club, I 
would have for sure dropped out or 
moved back home.” 

Quidachay, now the club’s presi- 
dent, ended up arriving at a transfor- 
mational time for the school to recog- 
nize its Pacific Islanders in an academic 
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setting. After decades of advocacy, SF 
State will begin offering a Critical Pa- 
cific Islands and Oceania Studies minor 
in the fall semester — and Quidachay 
will be one of the first to graduate with 
it in 2020. (City College already has 

a certificate program with the same 
title.) 

The minor is housed within the 
College of Ethnic Studies, which was 
born out of a student-led strike at the 
school that marked its 50th anniversa- 


ry last year. Despite that call to fame, 
students and faculty have often had 
to fight to advance its mission with 
additional programs, like the Arab 
and Muslim Ethnicities and Diasporas 
Studies, to say nothing of adequate 
funding. 

All this came to a head in May 2016, 
during the semester before Quidachay 
arrived, when four students led a 10- 
day hunger strike to demand funding 
amid a budget shortfall that they said 
threatened the college’s sustainability. 
Included in the strikers’ demands was 
funding for a Pacific Island studies 
initiative. That same year, the school 
was federally recognized as an Asian 
American and Native American Pacific 
Islander-Serving Institution (AANAPI- 
SI) and received a grant. 

By Spring 2017, two classes cen- 
tered around Pacific Islanders were 
offered through the college’s Race 
and Resistance Studies department. 
(Disclosure: That was this reporter’s 
minor.) Students involved in the Pacif- 
ic Islanders Club (Levalasi Loi-On, Rex 
Halafihi, and Amanda Sullivan-Lee) 
and faculty from the College of Ethnic 
Studies (Sarah Wongking Tanuvasa, 
Grace Yoo, Catriona Rueda Esquibel, 
and Jason Ferreira) and City College of 
San Francisco (David Ga’oupu Palaita) 
were among those named as integral 
to the proposal’s development in 2018 
and eventual approval. 

“This is a historic program that Iam 
so proud to share that I have been able 
to contribute to,” says Loi-On, nowa 
student coordinator with the univer- 
sity’s Asian American and Pacific Is- 
lander Student Services. “This program 
means that Pacific Islander students, 
who continue to be marginalized and 
underrepresented and have so many 
hurdles to graduation, have a space in 
the College of Ethnic Studies at SFSU.” 

Through it all, what students 
sought in the future program were 
front-and-center. An important ask 
included a tenure-track faculty posi- 
tion, the first with a Pacific Islander 
focus. Interviews are wrapped up and 
the new professor will arrive in the fall 
with the program. 

“Every part of the program that has 
come to fruition the past couple years 
were because of student activism,” says 
Wongking Tanuvasa, who teaches SF 
State’s Pacific Islander health class and 
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also teaches at City College. “We were 
really strategic about these courses.” 

The program has just three classes 
focused on Pacific Islanders — an 
introductory course, Wongking Ta- 
nuvasa’s health class, and a film class 
on Oceania representation through 
an indigenous lens. But the impact is 
already felt. 

Through those classes, Quidachay 
has finally been able to take the dis- 
cussions from her dorm room with her 
roommate into an official forum that 
expanded her knowledge on issues like 
climate change. Especially empowering 
was that one of the professors was a 
fellow Chamorro woman who opened 
her eyes on the diverse groups within 
Oceania, like Samoans, Fijians, and 
Kanaka Maoli (Native Hawaiians). 

“It was very liberating,” Quidachay 
says. Especially when you're talking 
with other Pacific Islanders, and folks 
who don't identify, people ask ques- 
tions that I wouldn’t even ask myself.” 

When Quidachay heard the minor 
was approved, she got choked up. Like 
Wongking Tanuvasa and Loi-An, she 
hopes the program will attract Pacific 
Islanders to SF State. 

Supporters and organizers of the 
program eventually have their eyes 
on expanding it to a major program. 
The San Francisco school board, in the 
meantime, is looking to begin an edu- 
cational pipeline. 

Commissioner Faauuga Moliga, 
who became the first elected Pacific 
Islander in the city in November, is 
developing an initiative to engage 
Pacific Islander students, similar to 
the school district’s African American 
Achievement and Leadership Initia- 
tive. A recruiter is focused on retaining 
Pacific Islander staff while a Samaoan 
community and parent coordinator is 
set to do outreach. 

“We're trying to rebuild our iden- 
tity,’ Moliga says. “Through these 
academic lenses, we’re able to identify 
who we are and also be able to navigate 
life with our core values versus the val- 
ues we learned through assimilation.”

Chef Dennis Lee 
will not personally introduce you to 
these wondrous Korean legumes, and 
this disappointing fact has little to do 
with your lack of a financial stake in 
his local eateries Namu Gaji, Namu 
Stonepot, and Namu Street Food. The 
reason you won't be experiencing any 
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black chestnut soybeans the way his 
actual investors did is because they’re 
all gone. 

For now, the closest you'll get is 
hearing about them from one of Lee’s 
collaborators, farmer Kristyn Leach. 
She’s the one who grew these rare trea- 
sures, along with a cornucopia of other 
produce, all by herself on a two-acre 
plot in Yolo County. During this season 
she typically spends some 70 hours a 
week toiling away up there, but at the 
current moment she’s down in Oak- 
land, kicking back with a bottle of beer 
at the headquarters of the Kitazawa 
Seed Company. 

The 102-year-old company has 
partnered with Leach to cultivate 
black chestnut soybeans as part of a 
unique effort to preserve heirloom 
Asian herbs and vegetables. Having 
sown a wide variety of seeds from the 
standard Kitazawa catalog as a long- 
standing customer, Leach wanted to 
help launch a new seed line that would 
contribute to the independent busi- 
ness’ century-old legacy. 

“It was the thing I felt I could offer, 
to be like, okay, what’s next, what is 
the future that would honor the 102 
years that have happened,” she says, 
envisioning the seed line as “moving 
that forward and keeping it dynamic, 
and not just creating something that 
only wants to enshrine history and tra- 
dition, but keep it alive.” 

Having debuted in the 2019 Ki- 
tazawa catalog released earlier this 
year, the seed line drew intense buyer 
interest, leaving its five selections in 
short supply. Beyond missing out on 
black chestnut soybeans, you'll also 
be hard-pressed to get your hands on 
seeds for the other varietals: two kinds 
of chili pepper, a hardy mustard, and 
a distinctive herb called perilla. All 
come by way of Korea, and as a line are 
packaged under the brand label Second 
Generation Seeds, a name that Leach 
points out “immediately denotes the 
idea of heritage in a way that’s really 
specific to migration.” 

The name pulls double-duty as a 
subversive reference to plant breeding, 
but it’s primarily meant to evoke how 
immigrant communities experience 
“the uniqueness of being of a diaspora, 
the journey you're on of figuring out 
being sort of both and sort of neither,” 
according to Leach. 

She’s been navigating this journey 


herself, albeit from a first-generation 
perspective. Born in the South Korean 
city of Daegu in 1982, she was ad- 
opted as an infant and grew up in an 
Irish-Catholic family on Long Island. 
In the face of this geographic divide, 
she has depended on farming to assert 
her ethnic identity. Her ancestral land 
may lie thousands of miles away, but 
she can sustain its culture on her own 
plot of American soil. 

“When you don’t live in Korea,” she 
says, it becomes more important to 
feel like you're protecting tradition, or 
have something rooted.” 

She’s gone to great lengths in 
support of that goal, perhaps most 
notably by returning to Korea in 2014 
for a three-week tour to connect with 
agricultural advocates, hone specific 
farming techniques, and gather inspi- 
ration. During her visit, people she 
met bestowed her with heirloom seeds 
that would later become the Second 
Generation Seeds line — not that this 
was her original intent. 

“T went there with probably a mildly 
arrogant point of view of, “This will 
be how I serve my homeland — I can 
grow these seeds, and send them back, 
and help preserve them, ” she says. 
“But pretty much no one wanted that. 
They were like, “You just keep them 
safe, and share them with people in the 
U.S. Just make sure that other people 
will continue to have access to them.’ ” 

Among the trove they entrusted 
to Leach, she received only 10 black 
chestnut soybeans. Multiplying those 
into a significant harvest took many

cycles of plant propagation — and 
since the varietal requires 130 days to 
reach maturity, that meant years of 
work. The whole time, Leach couldn’t 
bring herself to sacrifice any beans for 
eating, meaning that she dedicated a 
massive amount of labor and mental 
anguish to growing a food whose flavor 
remained a mystery to her. 

Luckily, her gamble paid off — the 
black chestnut soybean is clearly a 
winner. As she exclaims with palpable 
enthusiasm: “It’s delicious!” 

Still, the 2020 Kitazawa catalog 
doesn’t publish until this winter, and 
even if you place an order as soon 
as it comes out, your'e still facing a 
lengthy growing season after your own 
10 black chestnut soybeans arrive in 
the mail. So you're going to need to 
summon some patience. That’s actually 
a big piece of this whole experience. 
Because you are an investor, just not a 
wealthy one who bankrolls restaurants. 
You are investing in history and tradi- 
tion; you are helping keep them alive. 

Imagine yourself the way Leach 
imagines you. “I just want to picture 
someone who is potentially as isolated 
as I was growing up on Long Island,” 
she says. You feel out of place, discon- 
nected, but then she sends you a small 
manila envelope. Inside, you find a link 
to your heritage. And then, she says, 
you think to yourself: “I can grow these 
things, and there’s a little chapter of a 
story. And then I can feel like a part of 
that story again.”

A middle-aged man is standing 
in front of Camille Utterback’s Precari- 
ous, and he’s waving both hands like a 
magician casting a spell. Next to himisa 
younger man who's swaying his hands 
(and his body) like a Hawaiian hula 
dancer. Art-goers do the craziest things 
when they’re around Utterback’s interac- 
tive art — and that’s great by Utterback. 
Hell, she does it herself. She can’t help it. 
No one can. 

Utterback makes art that responds 
to people’s movements — and then 
changes itself in front of their eyes, 
with new squiggles, new forms, and 
new movements that turn works 
like Precarious into living, breathing 
ecosystems. They’re abstract ecosys- 
tems — her new work skewing toward 
the artistic styles of de Kooning and 
Diebenkorn — but ecosystems nev- 
ertheless that relate to people and are 
run by software. 

“T’m writing code that generates the 
rules. I feel like I’m playing an instru- 
ment or drawing, where the more you 
do it, the more fluid it is,” Utterback 
tells SF Weekly as she watches the men 
gyrate at her Haines Gallery exhib- 
it. “It’s like any skills-based process. 
And the tools keep improving. There 
are a lot of physics with the system, 
like with how the colored pieces push 
each other around when you push 
them around. That was much harder to 
do even a few years ago. The faster the 
technology gets, the more complex I 
can make the system.” 

Haines Gallery has paired Utter- 


back’s work with the always-scintillat- 
ing mirrored art of Monir Shahroudy 
Farmanfarmaian, and the resulting 
exhibit, “Kaleidoscope Eyes,” is like 
stepping into a dream state of height- 
ened senses, where alluring shapes 
beckon everywhere you look. With 
Utterback’s art, that means large-scale 
works that use overhead cameras to 
detect movements or outlines — and 
which then interpret those detections 
in the art itself. The cameras and the 
interactive artworks work with data 
and Utterback’s own designs, which are 
all on the “backend.” Art-goers never 
see these software machinations. They 
only see the changing art. And the 
flailing limbs of other art-goers who let 
themselves go for the sake of fine art. 
Utterback has been exhibiting her 
interactive art for 20 years — ever 
since graduating from NYU's Inter- 
active Telecommunications Program 
— and has refined her artworks over 
those two decades. In 2000, her Text 
Rain had letters precipitating slowly 
down on a projection screen that 
art-goers faced. The letters floated 
onto the outlines of the art-goers’ 
bodies or objects they held, allowing 
people to “catch” the letters by holding 
out their arms. Alternately, they could 
push or play with the letters through 
the movement of their arms, heads, 
or anything else. One time, two peo- 
ple brought a cape and slapped at the 
letters as if they were soap bubbles. 
The letters originated from poetic lines 
about bodies and movement, as in the 
verse, At your turning, each part of 
my body turns to verb,” so Text Rain 


played with art-goers intellectually, 
emotionally, and physically. 

Now an assistant professor at 
Stanford’s Art and Art History Depart- 
ment, Utterback won a MacArthur “ge- 
nius” grant in 2009, with the MacAr- 
thur Foundation saying Utterback was 
“redefining how viewers experience 
and interact with art.” That redefining 
is an ongoing process — not just in 
Utterback’s practice but those of other 
artists whose technology-driven work 
gives art-goers what could be called 
“individual attention.” 

And then there’s the growing num- 
ber of artists employing augmented 
reality, in which art-goers are asked 
to wear special glasses or use a smart- 
phone app to interact with art that 
comes alive in spectacular ways. That’s 
what’s happening at 836M gallery, 
where the exhibit “Re-Engineering Hu- 
manity” includes three artworks that 
are jaw-droppingly great. The great- 
ness happens, in part, because of the 
artworks’ “before” and “after” effects. 
In the “before” category, the three 
works — Marjan Moghaddam’s Glitch 
Goddess of Art Basel Miami 695, in Red, 
Mark Sabb’s Pray for Me II, and Stuart 
Campbell’s Breaking News — are fine 
but flat, static pieces. They hang on 
walls and clearly have something to say 
about women’s body image, Haitian 
youth culture, and the American media 
landscape, respectively. But seeing 
them through a smartphone app turns 
each piece into three-dimensional, 
multimedia performances — like stage 
shows that use props and gizmos to 
viscerally reach their audiences. With 
the correct app, called ARize, the fe- 
male figure in Marjan Moghaddam’s 
Glitch Goddess of Art Basel Miami 695, 
in Red walks out of the art, changes 
shapes, and evolves every few seconds 
(with a variation of the original outfit) 
into different female characters. As 
they morph, they talk — both vainly 
and profoundly — about women’s 
body shapes, how society values male 
artists more than female ones, and 
other fundamental topics. The conver- 
sation veers from funny to forceful, 
with Moghaddam having said that 
the artwork’s figures “remind us that 
every aspect of our experience is now 
glitched.” 

Campbell’s Breaking News is also a 
commentary on a glitched culture, us- 
ing an enlarged front page of The New 
York Times from June 2017 that fea- 
tures Donald Trump and the headline, 


“TRUMP ABANDONING GLOBAL 
CLIMATE ACCORD.” For Democrat- 
ic-leaning or environmentally oriented 
art-goers, the giant artwork is enough 
to prompt palpitations and head-shak- 
ing. But look at Breaking News through 
the correct app, called EyeJack (which 
Campbell co-founded), and here’s what 
you get: Video snippets of Trump’s du- 
bious, nonsensical utterances around 
global warming; video of severe climate 
in the background as he delivers his 
specious claims; and floating graphics 
that make clear that the Trump ad- 
ministration is run by morally corrupt 
officials who value profits (and coal) 
over anything else. 

So the Augmented Reality apps give 
the artworks at 836M even more real- 
ity. These aren't escapes into artifice 
and unfettered pleasure. No. They’re 
a new way to experience a subject as 
much as an art object. And that’s the 
point, says the exhibit’s curator, Lady 
PheOnix, who tells SF Weekly that 
technology-driven visual aids, whether 
smartphone apps, special eyeglasses, 
AR goggles, or something else, “are 
really the future of all communication. 
Even if there were, like, another Arab 
Spring — say it was a ‘Bay Area Spring’ 
— and all our political messaging was 
embedded, and we had a secret app 
and it was invitation only, we'd only 
get those embedded messages through 
the augmented reality.” 

On June 2, “Re-Engineering Hu- 
manity” shuffles its exhibit around to 
feature computational works made 
with artificial intelligence. One reason 
that Lady PheOnix is so hyped about 
augmented reality: Even the exhibit’s 
printed brochure lets art-goers with 
the correct apps experience virtually 
the same multimedia effects that they 
would inside the gallery. So art-goers 
can, say, be at a café or at home and 
engage with the exhibit’s art just by 
pointing their phones at the brochure 
— at least in theory, since if the avail- 
able light is imperfect, the apps can 
get, well, glitchy. And when SF Weekly 
used EyeJack, it wouldn't store more 
than one recording. 

Another glitch. That could be a 
smartphone issue more than an app is- 
sue, and it’s a minor one — “first-class 
problems,” as some might say. And 
“Re-Engineering Humanity” isn’t just a 
digital-oriented exhibit. Samira Idroos’ 
Sit Down. Be Humble features a Muslim 
prayer rug with those words, prayer 
beads, shoes, and another rug — all of 
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which lets Idroos use Islamic culture 
and a Kendrick Lamar song to explore 
what she has called “the religiosity of 
music through the use of popular lyr- 
ics.” Sit Down. Be Humble has no music 
itself. It’s purely analog art. 

Haines Gallery’s “Kaleidoscope 
Eyes” is also a digital/analog show, 
with Farmanfarmaian’s mirrored art 
an ideal complement to Utterback’s 
interactive work. 

One of Iran’s most celebrated art- 
ists, Farmanfarmaian passed away on 
April 20 at age 96, after “Kaleidoscope 
Eyes” opened, so the exhibit has be- 
come a celebration of a life that saw 
Farmanfarmaian reach exalted heights 
— not just in Iran but in the United 
States, where she lived for many years. 
Farmanfarmaian incorporated pieces 
of mirror and glass in her art, borrow- 
ing from Persian aesthetics to make art 
that could be any shape — octagonal, 
circular, wavy, or whatever — but 
always had patterns within patterns, 
and always reflected light in a beautiful 
way. Mirrors, Farmanfarmaian once 
said, give everyone “a reflection of 
your soul.” So “soulful” is one way to 
describe the mirrored art in “Kaleido- 
scope Eyes.” That word would apply 
both to Farmanfarmaian’s art and to 
Utterback’s. 

“What’s interesting about light hit- 
ting Monir’s pieces is that it becomes 
part of the physical space, so there’s 
a relationship between the physical 
space and the work,” Utterback said 
while glancing at Farmanfarmaian’s 
art. “Mine is almost the inverse, so 
when people are in the physical space 
the camera sees them and you get in- 
corporated into the work. Both works 
respond to their environment and 
want to be in dialogue with their sur- 
roundings. So with Monir’s work, you 
see yourself in the mirror.”

Go Eat This Now: 
The Mission 
Street Hot Dog

Over the past century-and-a- 
half, the humble hot dog has grown into 
an American national treasure. All across 
the U.S., the frank has grown like a tree 
with far reaching branches, each stem- 
ming from the same root but slightly dif- 
ferent in taste and appearance. From 
Rhode Island’s New York system wieners 
with meat sauce and chopped onion to 
Cincinnati's Skyline cheese Coneys, ev- 
ery corner of the country seems to have 
its version of this timeless treat. San 
Francisco is certainly no exception. 

There are many places to get a good 
sausage in this city, but when craving a 
dog — I’m talking a real, on-the-street, 
sweaty, devious dog — there’s only on 
eplace I go. All throughout the Mis- 
sion, on the corners of 16th, 20th, and 
24th streets, you ll smell the wafting 
aromas of bacon and jalapefio, onion 
and pork. Follow your nose to street 
carts covered with sheet pans that 
have been converted into seasoned 
planchas. On top of these homemade, 
portable grills are rows of hot dogs 
wrapped in bacon and surrounded by 
grilled spears of onion and peppers. 

As the blackened grizzle from the pan 
chars the smoky bacon, the hot dog’s 
skin cracks and start to hiss. The smell 
is so overwhelmingly enticing, it casts 
a spell on my taste buds — and I must 
have one. 

Trust me on this, order one with ev- 
erything. Piled into your classic white 
bun will be the bacon wrapped dog, 
the onions and peppers all topped with 
mayonnaise, mustard, and ketchup. It’s 
a beautiful, colorful mess. The buttery 
vegetables and the tangy blend of con- 











diments complement the crispy pork 
link and create a dog like no other. I’ve 
had many hot dogs in my life, but few 
are like the ones we've got right here.

of the family sold it early in 2017. In 
spite of being less than half its age, 
the 30-year-old Hog Island Oyster Co. 
— located just a bit up the way, right 
after the building with a ghost ad for 
J. Shields Coal & Feed, which is now 
a guest house available for $475 per 
night — has now taken it over. 

This was always a quiet place for 
steamed mussels and white wine, but 
gone are the paper plates, the Crab 
Louie, and the no-credit-cards policy. 
The new Tony’s is modern but not in 
a trend-chasing way, with everything- 
old-is-new-again dishes like a crab dip 
gratinee with Mornay sauce or a lin- 
guine-and-clam bagna cauda. The day’s 
fresh oysters might be a mix of Atlan- 
tic and Pacific bivalves, while the $17 
grilled oysters come four to a serving, 
with either the house barbecue sauce 
or a dill-horseradish preparation. Pair 
them with some rosé at the far tables, 
which catch some light all afternoon. 

Then put yourself to work on half 
a pound of fat, peel-and-eat shrimp, 
as long as you don’t mind your fingers 
remaining redolent of Old Bay for the 
balance of the afternoon. Accented 
with just enough saffron, the seafood 
stew is full of fish, mussels, clams, and 
the occasional baby squid. You're going 
to need seconds of bread to finish it 
off. For dessert, Straus soft-serve ice 
cream with a dusting of pistachios — 
the dairy is in Marshall, too — couldn't 
possibly offend even the saltiest tradi- 
tionalist. 

Let’s propose a rule of thumb: 
Anytime you sit down for a meal with 
salt water directly beneath you, you're 
going to be all right. And with the sim- 
ilarly renovated William Tell House but 
seven miles away in Tomales, Marin’s 
western coast is more of a draw than 
ever.

Lately, Jean-Philip Grobler, a 


South Africa native and the frontman of 
Brooklyn’s St. Lucia, has been re-evaluat- 
ing certain things. 

“Tm going through a very Marie 
Kondo experience of decluttering, and 
really essentializing things right now,” 
he says. 

The “decluttering” he’s referring to 
has less to do with an over-full closet 
or a stash of old CDs, and more to 
do with the musical direction of his 
band. St. Lucia burst onto the scene in 
2013 with When The Night (following 
a self-titled EP in 2012), a highly in- 
fectious, danceable-yet-sophisticated 
synth-heavy tropical pop stunner, 
followed by Matter in 2016. Their ’80s 
vibes, positive messages, and energetic 
live shows — most recently in support 
of 2018’s Hyperion — earned them a 
dedicated following, leading to fre- 
quent, extensive tours around the U.S. 
and the world. 

But their latest release, and current 
tour, shows a different side of the 
band: a stripped-down, simplified it- 
eration. The Acoustic Vol.1 EP dropped 
April 26, featuring acoustic versions of 
tracks from St. Lucia’s three previous 
albums, with a fully acoustic U.S. tour 
to follow. 

“It’s interesting, because we used to 
hate doing acoustic sessions!” Grobler 
admits. “It felt like a simplified, wa- 
tered-down version of our sound. But 


over time, we've really grown to enjoy 
it. Our live shows have become such a 
beast. It’s been nice to strip it down a 
little.” 

And rather than a lite version of St. 
Lucia, recording the EP became, for 


Groebler, “a totally freeing experience.” 


“It was a kind of decluttering of St. 
Lucia,” he says. “We're going back to 
the basics. ... Really, it’s even more ba- 
sic than when we first started out.” 

This urge to strip things down may 
be due to getting older, Grobler muses. 
Or, perhaps it’s due to becoming a 
father. Grobler and Patti Beranek, his 
wife and bandmate, are now parents to 
one-year-old Indy, named for Indiana 
Jones. 

“You realizing how little time you 
have!” he says. “You just want to make 
as much use of what you have and, 
right, really clear out the clutter.” 

Indy may be the cause of a shift in 
perspective, but parenthood hasn’t 
slowed St. Lucia down. Grobler’s 
speaking from Constance, a small city 
in the south of Germany that’s also 
Beranek’s hometown. They’ve been 
here for a few months renewing their 
U.S. visas and enjoying the quiet beau- 
ty of the Alps. From there, Grobler is 
flying back to New York via Lisbon for 
a couple of days, playing a quick show 
in Dallas, then heading to Taiwan for a 
few weeks before kicking off the afore- 
mentioned acoustic tour. 

“It’s kind of mental right now!” he 
says. But we're embracing the trav-

eling lifestyle. This is the perfect time 
to do it with a little one, as he’s not in 
school yet.” 

And while Indy has changed their 
travel somewhat — “It’s obviously a 
little more stressful!” — Grobler and 
Beranek don’t sweat parent duty too 
much. “This is the life we’ve chosen, so 
we just have to make it work. And as 
long as you realize it’s your new nor- 
mal, it’s totally fine! We enjoy it.” 

In many ways, their strategies for 
breaking up the drudgery of being on 
the road are similar to touring pre-ba- 
by. 

“There’s this Bjork quote I always 
think of,” Grobler says. “Something 
along the lines of, ‘Wherever you go, 
make it your own personal paradise.’ 
Inject a bit of romance, or joie de vivre.” 

For Grobler and Beranek, that often 
means going out to bars and restau- 
rants, and trying to seek out places 
“beyond the hipster stuff. We really 
want to find the classic places that 
have stood the test of time,” he says. 
“Lately, it feels like there’s been this 
steamrolling of the good and classic to 
make way for the new thing. We’re see- 
ing it in New York, and you guys have 
seen it in S.R” 

Fittingly, some of the duo’s favorite 
stops in the Bay Area include North 
Beach staple Mama’s for breakfast 
and the kitschy tiki classic The Tonga 
Room, along with Stookey’s Club Mod- 
erne — and the now-shuttered vege- 
tarian restaurant Millennium. Grobler 


raved about a past meal there with his 
parents, and was heartened to hear 
that it had reopened in Oakland. 

“None of us are even vegetarian, 
and it was just mind-blowing!!” he 
recalls. 

Constant travel may well have its 
challenges, but Grobler wouldn't have 
it any other way. Plus, he and Beranek 
seem destined for a life of internation- 
al exploration — between seeing her 
family in Germany, his in South Africa, 
and frequent touring, they’re as much 
citizens of the world as they are based 
in Brooklyn. In addition to constantly 
opening them up to new adventures, 
Grobler notes that it helps put prob- 
lems — particularly, those of national 
politics — in perspective. 

“When you travel and see so many 
different things, it’s impossible not to 
be wowed by the diversity of the world. 
I think it’s important to celebrate that 
and realize how fortunate we really 
are, he says. 

This feeling of wonder-induced 
positivity plays heavily into his artistic 
process, too. 

“Sometimes I can get into this head- 
space where I feel like I have to write 
songs that are reactionary to what's 
going on in the world, or whatever. 

But the more I go to different places, 
the more my songs become about ele- 
mental, core truths. That’s really what 
St. Lucia is about: being positive, and 
celebrating life.” 

Get in on the life celebration this 
Friday, May 10, at St. Lucia’s intimate 
show at The New Parish. But don’t let 
acoustic translate to quiet — Grobler 
promises as energetic a performance as 
their full, electric stage shows. 

“It’s a really cool vibe! And it’s been 
so nice to have that freedom to jam 
with each other on stage again,” he 
says. “It’s just a lot of fun.”

Betty Who Uses Her 
Powers for Good 


The Pride-friendly Aussie pop princess developed an indie edge.

The last 12 months have been 
fairly epic for the Australian-born, Ange- 
leno electro-pop artist Betty Who. She 
followed up the release of the Betty Pt.1 
EP in June with an unexpectedly bril- 
liant tour opening for Las Vegas 
pop-rockers Panic! At the Disco. Then 
came a self-titled new album in February, 
which happens to be her third, and now 
she’s on tour. Busy days. 

Generally, when artists go the 
self-titled route for a record that isn’t 
their debut, it points to a reinvention, 
and that’s accurate here. The musi- 
cian born Jessica Anne Newham has 
evolved into a genuinely excellent sing- 
er-songwriter in recent years, capable 
of blurring genres while retaining her 
already enviable fanbase. The sound 
that she’s landed on is a very contem- 
porary take on R&B flavored synth- 
pop — polished and extremely ra- 
dio-friendly, but also deeply personal. 

Her recent single “I Remember” 

— which is about an old flame — is 

a great example, and its Shape of 
Water-esque video needs to be seen. 
Meanwhile, there’s enough of an edge 
to attract those who maybe considered 
Who’s early work too derivative and 
lightweight. She’s constantly growing, 
even between the recent EP and album. 

“A lot happened in between,” Who 
says. When I left [RCA], I wanted to 
put something out pretty fast. I was re- 
ally excited, I felt really motivated. By 
the time I hunkered down and started 
spending time making the album and 
trying to figure out what I wanted, 
there was a lot of growth and reflec- 
tion, and a lot of decisions made that 
I think wouldn’t have been made had 
I made the album when I made the EP. 
I think I was given time, I got to work 
at my own pace, and every creative de- 
cision I got to OK. I felt so in control, 
and that was my first time ever making 
an album feeling like that.” 

The freedom afforded her as an 
indie artist is, she says, to the benefit 
of her music. She still considers herself 
an electro-pop singer-songwriter, but 
she feels less inclined to offer a sound 
familiar to fans of — for example — 
Katy Perry and Robyn. Today, she sim- 
ply wants to sound like Betty Who. 

“Tm a huge [Ariana Grande] fan 
and thank u, next is one of my favorite 


records, Who says. “But when I’m 
making a record, I have a hard time 
listening to music because it mess- 
es with my vibe a little bit. So the 
whole time I was making the album 
last year, I just listened to a lot of 
jazz and old music, a lot of NSYNC, 
music that is still inspiring and that 
I love to listen to but that doesn’t 
make me think, ‘Maybe I should be 
doing this.’ ” 

That desire to be as stubborn as 
possible and do what she wants — 
let’s call it the “David Bowie Fuck 
You” — is leading to some thrilling 
music on her new releases, and that 
aforementioned tour with Panic! At 
the Disco. 

“T think when a lot of people 
heard I was opening for them, it 
was unexpected, and I think a lot of 
people were confused. But I knew 
I wanted to open for them,” Who 
says. I emailed my agent and was 
like, “They’re going on tour. How 
do I get on it?’ I got to meet a lot of 
their fans, and I had one of the best 
touring experiences I’ve ever had.” 

That’s great, because it could 
have all gone so wrong. Despite 
a shift in a poppier direction, 

PIATD still has a fanbase that drifts 
in indie-rock circles. Who could easily 
have found herself facing a barrage of 
unpleasantness. 

“Some nights you don’t feel like 
having to win everybody over, but you 
get on stage and everybody’s already 
decided that they’re not gonna like you 
so you have to get up there and blow 
their expectation out of the water,” 
she says. “I think I’m really good at 
that. I think my show is entertaining 
regardless of if you know the music or 
not. That’s usually the problem with an 
opener. You're like, ‘Who is this per- 
son? I don’t want to see you, I want to 
see my band.’ You still have to perform 
through that negativity and be like, 
‘No, I’m worth your time, I promise — 
just give me 25 minutes.’ ” 

We get to enjoy Betty Who’s head- 
line set when she performs in San 
Francisco this week. Unsurprisingly, 
she’s earned herself a fanbase here. 

“The Fillmore’s such an iconic ven- 
ue,’ she says. “I grew up listening to 
the artists who used to play the Fill- 
more on a Friday night. My godparents 


used to go, smoke a joint outside, go 
in, and watch Joni Mitchell. That’s 
what the Fillmore is in my head. I’ve 
played it before, but we didn’t get to 
sell it out. I’m hoping we crush it this 
time, sell it out, and I get my poster in 
there. That’s a huge moment for me — 
musically and for my family.” 

The fact that she has loyal support 
from the LGBTQ community helps too, 
something that she’s grateful for as, 
she says, it only helps the shows get 
crazier and just better. Unsurprisingly, 
she’s a regular at Pride events around 
the country, including the main stage 
at S.E Pride in 2017. On this tour, one 
dollar from every ticket sold will go to 
help The Trevor Project, the nonprofit 
focussed on suicide prevention for 
LGBTQ youth. After creating the Os- 
car-winning short film Trevor in 1994, 
James Lecesne, Peggy Rajski, and 
Randy Stone realized that their story 
of a 13-year-old gay boy who attempts 
to take his own life could resonate with 
young people going through similar 
things, so The Trevor Project was born 
in 1998. 





“If I have influence and 
power, I can make choices 
that align with my beliefs,” 
she says. “The Trevor Project 
is one of those companies. 
The HRC, Planned Parent- 
hood — these are people who 
I really want to support. I 
think a lot of my fans have 
the same beliefs and morals 
that I do. I give back as much 
as I can, but this to me is ev- 
erybody giving back a little bit 
which I really love.” 

As for this Fillmore set, 
Who says that we can expect 
to be transported to “Betty 
Land.” That means a world 
of infectious melodies, intro- 
spection, and positivity. And 
let’s be honest, that’s a place 
everyone needs to visit.

Clara 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 4-Star 
Theater. 
The frequently delayed launch of the 
James Webb Space Telescope drives the 
plot of Akash Sherman’s drama Clara. This 
shows how tricky it is to base fictional 
movies around real-life things: Reality 
doesn’t always follow release schedules. 
Isaac (Patrick J. Adams) is a hunky but sad 
astronomy professor determined to find 
evidence of an exoplanet suitable for life 
in time to be followed up by the about- 
to-launch Webb. (During production, the 
Webb’s expected launch date was 2019; at 
the time of this writing, it’s been pushed 
back to at least 2021.) Put on leave after 
breaking too many rules but determined to 
find evidence in the preliminary data, Isaac 
takes on transient artist Clara (Troian 
Bellisario) as a research partner. Will 
this toothsome free spirit — who pwns 
the protagonist’s staunchly held atheism 
with the ol’ Newton switcheroo, while 
harboring her own dark secrets — teach 
him how to live again? Oh, she just might. 
The film Clara has lots of fascinating 
real-life science, and there are plenty of 
delicious astronomical visuals. But the 
character of Clara herself comes across as 
a bit too much of the Manic Pixie Dream 
Girl archetype, and the film bearing her 
name doesn’t quite earn its magical- 
realist denouement. The Webb will expand 
humanity’s vision, and hopefully future 


movies about it will do the same. Sherilyn

Ask Dr. Ruth 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 

Plaza Cinema. 
If you were exposed to mass media in the 
last few decades and ever thought about 
sex, you probably know who Dr. Ruth 
Westheimer is. Good OI’ Freda director Ryan 
White’s documentary Ask Dr. Ruth tells the 
story of the diminutive, nonagenarian sex 
therapist who was a fixture in pop culture 
in the 1980s and 1990s. White delves into 
how losing her parents to the Holocaust, 
a fate Ruth narrowly avoided when her 
parents sent her to a Swiss orphanage 
in 1938, ultimately led to her becoming 
professionally sex-positive long before that 
term existed. Ask Dr. Ruth never comes 
across as hagiographic because it never 
feels like there’s much dirt on her in the 
first place, and she certainly had some 
good ideas that never caught on, such 
as “blue lips” as the female equivalent of 
blue balls. The film points out that her 
success spawned further televised Doctors 
Firstname — mostly quacks like Laura, 
Oz, and Phil, unfortunately — but that 
doesn’t change the fact that she came 
along at a time when she was most needed. 
The election of Ronald Reagan sent the 
cultural pendulum swinging back toward 
repression, and most Americans weren't 
comfortable talking about sex in the first 
place, but Dr. Ruth made it OK — and you 
can't ask for a better legacy. SC
